AN ACT to legalize the election of certain town treasurers

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and uassembly, do enact as follows :

Legalized. SecTioN 1. The election of all town treasurers
within this state elected at the spring election in the
year 1878, who filed their respective bonds as required
by law, except that the same were not filed within the
time fixed by law theretor, iz hereby declared to be as
valid and legal, to all intents and purposes, and such
treasurers are bereby declared to have the same rights,
power and authority, to all intents and purposes, as
though such bonds had been severally duly filed
within the time required by law.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 101.

AN ACT to authorize the county of Trempealeau to borrow
; money.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. The commissioners of public lands are
hereby authorized to loan a portion of the trust funds
of this state, not exceeding filteen thousand dollars, to
the county board of supervisors of the county of Trem-

ealeau, in this state, for the purpose of constructing a
Jail and court house : and the said board of supervisors
18 hereby authorized to borrow a sum, not exceeding
fifteen thousand dollars, of said commissioners, and to is-
sue to said commissioners certificates of the indebtedness
Payment of in- S0 contracted.

and after the loan has run ten years, and oot less than
one-tenth of the principal sum loaned by the commis-
sioners of public lands to the county board of super-
visors of the county of Trempealeau, in addition to the
sum needed for annual interest, as provided for in the
preceding sections of this act.

SECTION 4. And it is further provided that the Indebtedness
said county of Trempealeau shall never, during the "™!ed-
period which said bonds shall remain unpaid, become
indebted or contract debts for a greater amouant, inclu-
ding debts already contracted as well as that herein
referred to, than five per cent. of the average taxable
property, as the same sball appear from the last two
assessment roll:.

herein provided for.
